
MISS BENNKTT’S LASSIE STAKES. 

M iss Bennett, (Jeorsre C. Bennett’s handsome 
daughter of Russell— Memoria, undoubtedly 
the champion two-year-old filly in the west, and 
Dossibly the beat of her a^e and sex in training;, 
won the Lassie Stakes at Hawthorne yesterday 
in a common canter, beating; Fancy Wood, Bon- 
nie Lissak, Princess Tatyana, Cora Goetz and 
Bugaboo without an effort. 

The stake was worth .iSlS net to the winner, 
$150 KuiuK to the second filly and $75 to third. 

The class of fillies Miss Bennett had to beat 
was ordinary. Still she was ^ivin^ away all the 
way from sixteen to twenty-three pounds of 
weight, and it was the general opinion that the 
heavy going was a great handicap to her. Then 
again Fancy Wood had beaten Miss Bennett 
once before in the mud, conse<iuently the ring 
was led astray, and at one time during the bet- 
ting Miss Bennett was as g(K>d as 8 to 5. This 
was truly an exorbitant price and had a ten- 
dency to keep the suspicious ones from betting 
on her, although it was the general opinion 
that she was a ‘‘cinch.’’ Mr, Bennett thought 
well of his filly and. according to his own state- 
ment before the race made the largest bet on 
her that he has made in years. This natu- 
rally cut the price, and at post time 
11 to 10 was the best i>dds obtain- 
able, the prevailing price being even money. 
Cay wood had the mount on Miss Bennett and 
during ths delay at the post he saved her skil- 
fully, and when Starter Holtman gave the word 
he was away running. The filly is one of phe- 
nomenal speed and Caywood took her to the 
front as scon as possible, and passing the half- 
mile post he was leading Cora Goetz by three 
lengths. The latter moved up to within a 
length of the flying leader on the far turn and 
in an instant the cry went up, “Miss Bennett is 
beaten!" “Miss Bennett is beaten!’’ But this 
was a false alarm, for all Caywood had to do 
was to let out a link in his reins and in an in- 
stant the Bennett filly opened up a gap of five 
lengths, eventually winning hard tield by four 
open lengths. Behind the winner there was 
considerable interfering. When Southard ap- 
plied the whip to Fancy Wood the latter swerved 
badly, sharply interfering with Bonnie Lissak, 
and for so doing Fancy Wood was promptly 
disi|ualified. This made the finish read. Miss 
Bennett first. Bonnie Lissak second and Prin- 
cess Tatyana third. 

Evidently Steve L’Hommedieu thinks well 
of Icon, and after the colt won the opening five 
an<l a half furlongs two-year-old race he run 
him up to Sl.COO, which was -iSOO over the colt’s 
entered selling price. He was retained by his 
owner for the customary odd fiver. Tliis was 
Icon’s second win in two days, and he seems to 
be a mud lark of high degree. 

As is usually the case, the steeplechase fur- 
nished the most interesting race of the day and 
when the horses went to the post for this event 
every seat in the grandstand was filled. There 
were eleven starters, but each had l)eeu well 
schooled and couse<iuently no serious accidents 
occurred, although jockey Barton, wno rode 
Durwad, fell off at the second fence. Durwad 
is a good, reliable jumper and, after lo.sing his 
rider, he went over the entire course without 
making a mistake, and this -eemed to greatly 
please tlie big crowd. Mr. Breuock’s Globe 11.. 
carrying top weight— 156 pounds- won tiie race 
rather handily by a half length from Once More, 
who finished five lengths in front of Passe Par- 
tout. The latter is a fine fencer and has a high 
grade of speed, but .-'eem.s to possess but little 
stamina. . 

Rival Dare, at a good, liberal price, beat 
Josephine B. and an ordinary lot of selling 
lilaters rather easily in the second race. The 
fi lly got away last, but gradually worked her 



way to the front and at the wire she was four 
lengths in the lead. 

Tame Irishman was a “hot one’’ in the fifth 
race, and when going down the backstretch he 
belied his name, being wild and rank, and de- 
spite Rose’s effort to place him he opened up a 
gap of three lengths and led well into the 
stretch but about the eighth post he began to 
tame down and staggering like a drunken Irish- 
man finally lauded in third place. Frangible 
won the race easily from Tildy Ann. 

Tulla Fonso was allowed to start and not 
barred in the betting in the last race. Starter 
Holtman, on account of the small field, believ- 
ing that he would be able to get the erratic filly 
away without any trouble. Tulla. however, 
was on her bad behavior, and after many at- 
tempts Holtman finally gave up in disgust and 
the field was sent away without her. In the 
future Tulla Fonso’s entry will be refused at 
Hawthorne. Great Bend was a stanch favorite 
for the last race, and going to the front imme- 
diately after the start he set a pace to suit him- 
self and won hard held by three lengths. 

The following horses, property of J. H. Smith, 
will lie sold at public auction in the Hawthorne 
paddock Saturday: Mellocole, Vohicer, Hur- 
ricane. The Bobby, Battus. Rod Pirate, Man- 
lius, Barney F.. The Bronze Demon. Kid Hamp- 
ton. My Chicken, Zack Phelps, Sedan and 
American Pride. 

“Pa” Bradley received a telegram yesterday 
from his home in Virginia stating that light- 
ning had struck his place, setting fire to bis 
stables and destroying many horses. The stal- 
lion Miracle is among the horses that were 
burned. 

Jockey Bullman ha.s ridden hi.s last race in 
(!hicago for a long time. He will go east today. 
G. B. Morris, who has first call on Bullman’s 
services, will send part of his string to Cali- 
fornia and turn the horses out. Then he will 
return to New York and race the horses he has 
in training there. 

Jockey Burns left for New York last night 
where he is t<» ride the Schorr colt Alard Scheck 
in a stake Saturday. 

Southard was suspended for the rest of the 
meeting for allowing Fancy.Wood to foul Bonnie 
Lissak and Princess Tatyana in the stake race. 

George Bennett did not have his stable colors 
here and Miss Bennett rtn in the colors of G. 
W. Poole, for which Bennett was assessed $10 
under the rules. 

Judge Kuhl denies the report that an order 
has been issued to refuse the entries of J. Car- 
roll at Hawthorne, and says Carroll may con- 
tinue to race there if he wishes to do so. “I 
was never more surprised in my life,” said Mr. 
Kuhl yesterday, “than I was when I read the 
story that Carroll had been barred at Haw- 
thorne. There is absolutely nothing in it.” 

Owing to the big attenaance at Hawthorne 
the Illinois Central will, beginning today, put 
on an extra race train daily, leaving Randolph 
street at 1 :33 p. m.

Yesterday was a perfect afternoon for racing, 
and about 8.000 lovers of “the sport of kings’’ 
journeyed to Hawthorne and enjoyed the excel- 
lent fresh air at the Cicero course, as well as 
they did the six overweight races, which were 
as a rule rather tame from a spectactilar point 
■of view. 

The going was dry, but dead underneath, con- 
sequently fast time was out of the <|uestion, and 
winners were also hard to pick, only one favor- 
ite scoring during the afternoon. 

Blue Lick with Cay wood up. was the horse 
that saved the talent from a complete shut out, 
and it was Caywood’s excellent ride more than 
Blue Lick’s ability as a race horse that saved 
the day. The Blue Lick race was fourth on the 
■card^and was at a mile and a sixteenth and 
nine ordinary selling platers started. Blue 
Lick opened at 6 to 5, but owing to heavy 
backing of Donation receded to H to 5. The colt 
got away in front but Caywood took him back 
when passing the stand and rated along in 
third position until the stretch was reached 
then he made his run, but Donation, who led 
by two or three lengths when swinging into the 
stretch, is a game horse and at the eighth 
post it did not seem that Blue Lick 
could get up. but Caywood coaxed and 
whipped and kicked for all he was worth and 
■slowly but surely he worked his way to the 
front. \N'heu Blue Lick got on even terms with 
Donation the latter showed the white feather 
and at the wire the favorite was a half length 
in the lead. Winkfield rode a misjudge<l race 
on Donation, who, as the race was run, appeared 
to be the best horse. This dusky knight of the 
pigskin likes to lide in front, and in this in- 
stance he used his horse entirely too much dur- 
ing the early stages of the journey. Donation 
is a game horse that runs best from behind and 
had Wink&eld placed him during the first part 
of the race and made his move in the stretch he 
probably would have won. 

There were three fairly good three-year-olds, 
Florizar, The Unknown and Dissolute, entered 
in the closing mile condition race, and these 
three had the contest to themselves, Florii-ar. 
concetiiug all the way from 12 to 19 pounds 
of weight to the other two, coming out on top 
of the heap. Florizar was ridden by Winkfield, 
who partially redeemed himself for his exhibi- 
tion on Donation. Florizar always was a slow 
beginner and. getting away from the post last, 
he was never better than third at any early 
stage of the road, but at the stretch l>end he 
moved up to the leaders. Dissolute and The 
Unknown, like a Hash, and after a little urging 
along a lx>ut the eighth post he eventually won 
rather handily. The Unknown was a good 
horse in this race, and the chances are that had 
Walsh gone on with him down the backstretch, 
instead of trying to restrain him he would have 
been a much tougher nut than he was for Flor- 
izar to crack. 

Tyr was by far the best of the two-year-olds 
in the third event, otherwise he could not have 
won. Master Ransom, who is hardly big or 
strong enough to stick on a horse let alone be- 
ing of any help to him, was up on Crit Davis’ 
Kingston— Miss Dixie youngster and ho en- 
countered ail kinds of bad luck during the six 
furlongs journey. He was lucky enough, how- 
ever, to get through on the rail in the stretch, 
but along about the sixteenth post Hansom 
began to tire and Tyr stumbled and almost fell. 
Notwithstanding this, the cult won easily 
enough at the end from Possart and Urandun. 

Regea, from Tony Licalzi’s stable, at the 
comfortable odds of 10 to 1, won the opening 
five furlong two-year-old scramble by two open 
lengths. The filly broke fully in her stride. 



took the shortest route, and from all indica- 
tions was the best (>f a very ordinary lot. 

The feature of the second event was the 
resurrection of Ben Chance, who regained his 
speed so suddenly that he won running away by 
ten lengths from Limelight and Intriguer. 

Hard Knot is a much overrated selling plater 
and for some unknown reason the public clam- 
ored to get aboard of him at 7 to 5. He ran as 
guo<l a race as he is capable of running, but 
Tayou beat him without the least bit of trou- 
ble. 

J. £. Cushing left last night for St. Paul to 
attend the funeral of his brother, Henry Cush- 
ing. 

The horses in training belonging to F. J. 
Kelly, including that promising colt Jiminez, 
will be sold at auction along with J. H. Smith’s 
horses this afternoon in the Hawthorne pad- 
do<*k, J. B. Brannon will also sell three. 

May Beach was shipped east along with some 
of Green Morris’ horses. 

Hawthorne’s principal event to-day is the 
July Stakes, a three-quarter-mile dash for 
three-year-olds and upwara. Twelve starters 
are carded, as follows: Hermoso, Nobleman, 
Belle of Memphis, Sly, Alcedo, Mint Sauce, 
Greenock, Maharajah, Sharp Bird, Tame Irish 
man, Livadia and The Sprite.
